GREY UNABLE TO TELL 


WHY SERBIA NOT AIDED. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 


ONDON, Nov. 9.—Many questions 
L concerning the war were pro- 

pounded in the House of Com- 
mons today, but little in the way of 
new information was brought forth 
from the government. The Foreign 
Secretary, Sir Edward Grey. made a 
long statement on the subject of 
political conditions in the Balkans and 
the assistance promised to Serbia by 
Great Britain. 

The sympathies of King Kerdinand of 
Bulgaria for Germany and Austria, 
the Foreign Secretary said, always

have been known, and the govern- 
ment was aware as early as April 
that negotiations were in progress be- 
ween Bulgaria and Turkey. under 
German influence. 

As to why no military assistance 
for Serbia had been available at the 
time of opening the campaign, Sir 
Edward declared he was neither 
willing nor competent to state.

“Dr. Karl Helfferich, secretary of 
the Imperial Treasury, today received 
a staff member of the Overseas News 
Agency, with whom he discussed the 
utterances of Walter Runciman. 
president of the British Board of 
Trade, concerning German and British 
war finance. Dr. Helfferich said that 
Mr. Runciman, among other things, 
had said to an interviewer: 

Germany has to support her loans 
after issue by artificial means. We 
prefer methods open and straightfor- 
ward. Our loan Will take care of it- 
self without official assistance. The 
price is regulated by the law of sup- 
Ply and demand. The British mer- 
chant dislikes pawning operations. 
The British investor pays for his war 
stock out of his fortune.’ 

“Dr. Helfferich expressed astonish- 
ment at these remarks and expressed 
the belief that if Mr. Runciman had 
not wilfully misrepresented the facts, 
the only explanation was that he was 
in utter ignorance of the recent finan- 
cial histery of Germany. Germany 
had issued her war lonns in the most 
Straightforward fashion, stating the 
price of ue and the time of re- 
demption and then asked the nation 
to subscribe, which it did in splendid 
fashion. 

“The English war loans, the secre- 
tary continued, were floated by a com- 
plicated system, conversion rights and 
bonuses of all kinds paving twice the 
interest, thus increasing the special, 
but carefully veiled, enticements for 
subscription. Nevertheless Germany’s 
Plain fashion had been more success- 
ful, since the first war loan was issued 
at 97.50 per cent., the second at 98.50 
and the third at 99 per cent. and all 
of them were successful.“

NEW HAVEN AGREEMENT. 
Charles S. Mellen Testifies Why His 
Road Sought Centrol of Competing 


Line. —

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.— For the first 

time since the trial of the eleven for- 
mer directors of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad began 
nearly four weeks ago, attorneys for 
the government placed today before 
the court evidence of acts committed 
by the defendants within the three- 
year period of the statute of limita- 
tions which began in 1912. 
This had to do with alleged efforts 
of the New Haven to make absolute, 
through the acquisition of minority 
shares, its ownership of the Central 
New England Railway, control of 
which was purchased in 1904. 

Through minutes of a directors’ 
meeting held March 21, 1912, the gov- 
ernment tried to show that the New 
Haven sought to validate the doubtful 
legality of its ownership of certain 
other lines in New York State by 
placing them under the control of the 
Central through a lease. These lines 
were a part of the old New York and 
New England road, now merged with 
the New Haven under a Connecticut 
charter. 

The minutes having been ruled as 
proper evidence by Judge Hunt, the 
government then questioned Charles 
. Mellen, who was on the stand, as 
to the reason for the authorization of 
the lease. It then developed that the 
lease had been abandoned anéd a traf- 
fic agreement had been substituted 
whereby the Central New England 
used the lines in question. Mr. Mel- 
len explained that he did not think 
that either the lease would have been 
suggested or the agreement made if 
the New Haven had not thought it 
advisable “to go through the formal- 
ities to prevent the Central's minority 
stockholders from making trouble.”

Meagre Results in German Coan- 
ter-offensive Cause Military Men 
to Wonder What Object Strate- 
gists had in View in Attacks Made 
in Vicinity of Champagne.

j PARIS, Nov. 9.—Emperor William 
was not a spectator of the recent Ger- 
man counter-offensive in the Cham-

ture of the ground lost in these fight- 
ing zones by the Germans in October, 
according to prisoners captured by the 
French at Tahure. 

The meager results obtained in the 
German counter-offensive have raised 
the question among military experts 
in France as to why and how the ac- 
tion was fought. From the most reli- 
able sources available it appears 
that the ns had three objectives 
in view: repair the blow to the 
prestige of the staff resulting from the 
lack of success of the counter-attacks 
in October; to raise the spirits of the 
troops, and to retain on the western 
front the greatest possible number of 
French troops during the Teutonic 
advance against Serbia. 

The staff, according to prisoners, 
decided upon an offensive over a not- 
ably wide front directly after the affair 
of the Courtine workso n October 29, 
in which the French advanced 150 
yards, took 267 prisoners and put 
400 men, killed or wounded, out of 
action, while the French losses to- 
taled three killed and thirty wound- 
ed. Passive resistance was having an 
increasingly demoralizing effect, so an 
offensive over a front of several miles 
was ordered, with the usual prelim!- 
nary bombardment, in which there 
was an unusually liberal use of bombs 
containing suffocating gas and eye ir- 
ritants, 

The French suffered from the ef- 
fects of the gas, the accounts state, 
with peculiar severity at the summit 
of Tahure hill, and that was the only 
peint where the Germans succeeded 
in penetrating the French line, they 
being repulsed everywhere else with 
heavy losses. 

The French replied to this attack 
on October 31 with another impetuous 
rush like that at La Courtine, and 
took 356 prisoners. There has been 
no resumption of the German counter.

CROWING ROOSTERS 
WILL BE BANISHED. 


AN UNNECESSARY NUISANCE 
OCOUNCILWOMAN 
LINDSEY. 


Councilwoman Lindsey, chairman of 
the Public Welfare Committee, an- 
mounced yesterday that she proposes 
to introduce an ordinance banishing 
roosters from the residence districts 
of Los Angeles on the ground that 
roosters are an unhecessary nuisance, 
anyway. 

“An ordinance that will banish the 
crowing rooster from the confines of 
the city is the only answer that I see 
to the scores of complaints that are 
received almost every week from citi- 
zens, Whose sleep is broken 
roosters,” said Mre. Lindsey. “Any 
scientific poultryman will tell us that 
roosters are not necessary in the ordi- 
nary poultry yard, anyway. The hens 
are better off and will lay more and 
better eggs without assistance from 
roosters and their tall feathers, if 
properly used in the home, will help 
reduce the high cost of millinery. If 
any person thinks that such ordinance 
will be confiscation of property, I will 
be glad to furnish a recipe for 
stewed rooster that will make a good 
dish out of an objectionable noise- 
maker.”

A NW IMPORTANT DECISION. 

An immigrant from Russia was re- 
fused admission by the United States Com- 
missioner in New York on the ground that 
„ would be difficult if not impossible for 
him to obtain employment because of a 
glut in the labor market and he was there- 
fore likely to become a charge on the com- 
munity. 

His exclusion was made a test case and 
earried to the United States Supreme Court. 
The decision of the court, which was ren- 
dered by Justice Holmes, was against the 
exclusion of the Russian. The court ruled 
that the test of emigrants’ admission to 
the United States is personal and not 
economic; that lack of work in the region 
where the newcomer wished to settle did 
not justify exclusion; that the immigration 
statute deals with the eligibility of an in- 
dividual as a person and not with his pros- 
pects for work. 

This decision is at variance with one 
rendered some time ago by a Federal court 
with respect to Hindu immigrants, and, 
unless its effects shall be obviated by Con- 
gressional legislation, it may result in turn- 
fng loose upon us myriads of undestrabl

He wants to dom- 
mate industries, raise “strike funds” and 
purchase more city blocks of business prop- 
erty like those he already owns in Chicago. 
And he comes to unionize the factories; 
to spread discontent among their em- 


ployees, urge them to strike—quit work 


so their employers can’t make money; fine 
logic, that!—and halt those industries un- 
til the manufacturers are tortured finan- 
clally into submission. And once the em- 
ployers yield—well, look at San Francisco, 
where there have been riots continually up 
until the opening of the fair. Look to Chi- 
cago and New York, to Seattle and Port- 
land, to Colorado and Montana. There can 
be seen distressing examples of what fol- 
lows the unionizing of industries. 

But The Times does not believe that the 
people of Los Angeles will replace the 
tranquillity that has been ours for so many 
years with the graft and destruction and 
oppression that follows the tyranny of law- 
less unionism. It would seem that the lib- 
erty of Los Angeles bas been won at too 
dear a price to be surrendered. Buildings 
have been blown up, faithful employees

— OF WAR WITH GREAT 
BRITAIN. 


“Take heed, 
We charge you in the name of God take 


heed 
How you awake our #leeping sword of war, 
For never two such nations did contend.” 

A war between Great Britain and the 
United States would be a greater crime 
against the civilization of the twentieth 
century than even the great conflict that 
is now desolating Europe. There can be no 
such conflict unless England in her des 
perate extremity shall force it upon us. 
We have done nothing to give her excuse 
for such action. In dealing with her we 
have been always conciliatory, seldom in- 
sistent, and sometimes less than just to our 
own honor and dignity. Twenty years ago, 
in despite of her own repeated indorse- 
ment of the Monroe doctrine, she refused to 
arbitrate an alleged grievance in Nicaragua, 
constituted herself sole judge in her own 
case, decided it in her own favor, and with 
the shotted guns of her cruisers trained 
upon an unfortified and helpless city, ex- 
torted $75,000 from the slender treasury 
of her victim. And yet we did not inter- 
fere, except to unofficially advise the Brit- 
ish government that although its piracy of 
money might be disregarded it would not 
be suffered under any pretext to make of 
Nicaragua a British possession. 

The unwarranted and insolent claim of 
Great Britain of a right to stop upon the 
high seas American ships going to or com- 
ing from neutral. European ports, and con- 
fiscating their cargoes, if a British prize 
court should determine that those cargoes 
originated in or were ultimately destined 
for Germany, is a claim unwarranted by 
international law, unsanctioned by the 
Declaration of London, and even more 
detrimental] to our interests and insulting 
to our national dignity than the claims for 
which our grandfathers went to war with 
England a century ago. 5 

Unless the men in charge of the British 
government are war mad, desperate with 
defeat, and rapacious for the rich loot of 
American cities for which a war with the 
United States might afford them oppor- 
tunity, they will promptly and squarely 
back out from the untenable position of 
dominion over the ocean which His 
Majesty's government has assumed. 

If they do not recede from it war with 
England is a possibility, but it will come 
by England's procurement and in despite 
of our efforts to avoid it. She will be able 
to “shake no gory locks at us.” 


In the event of a war with England our 


first and most imperative duty would be to 
throw a force of men and engineers into 
Canada and destroy the Welland Canal, so 
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that ships would not ascend the Saint 
enter the Great Lakes 
and loot or destroy the unfortified cities of 
Cleveland, Toledo, Detroit, 
Milwaukee and Chicago. It is only from 
Canada that the United States could be in- 
vaded. Our vast interior commerce, our man- 
ufactures, our agriculture, our growth and 
our progress would not be measurably af- 
fected by a war with England. In this cen- 
tury invasion of any great nation or at least 
continued armed occupation of the soil of 
any great nation which is separated by an 
ocean from its adversary is practically an 
impossibility. The British fag would never 
be seen in the interior and dynamite guns, 
torpedoes, submarines and developments in 
electrical science would protect us. We 
can have no war with England except one 
in which we will be everlastingly right and 
she will be utterly wrong, and in such a 
contest there will be developed processes 
by which we will garner for our defense 
the forces of the cataract and the thunder 
cloud, and demonstrate that Divine Prov. 
dence is with us and that His favorite in- 
strument is a Yankee’s brain, 

England will be utterly insane if she 
should now force a conflict upon the United 
States. In her war with Germany she is 
fighting like Spartacus upon bended knees. 
Her enormous debt is trebled and in an 
other year of war will be quadrupled. Her 
subjects are taxed to exhaustion. Many of 
der mills and factories and foundries are 
closed. Her losses in territory, in money, 
in ships, in commerce, in prestige, and, 
above all in the best of her manhood are 
incalculable. Already she is menaced with 
the possibility of emerging from her pres- 
ent conflict a third-class power with her 
drum beat silenced in many lands and her 
flag and her commerce aliened from seas 
where they now float, 

If England should now force a war upon 
us it would put us to great loss of life and 
treasure, but it would imperil the very ex- 
istence of the British empire.

GRANTED FREEDOM. Upon mo- 
tion of Deputy District Attorney Selph, 
C. B. Sanderson, a jitbus driver, whose 
machine ran down and killed Carl 
Albert Erickson last May, was freed 
by Superior Judge Craig yesterday 
when the manslaughter complaint 
against him was dismiased. The jury 
in the first trial disagreed, and yester- 
day when Sanderson was to have 
gone to trial for a second time, 
Deputy Selph asserted that no new 
evidence had been gathered upon 
which it was reasonable to expect a 
conviction could be procured. 


FAILS TO APPEAR. Apparently 
abusing the confidence placed in him 
by the District Attorney, Lorenzo Ra- 
‘mires failed to appear in Judge Craig’s 
court yesterday to answer to a charge 
of burglary. The Southern Pacific 
shops were entered by a burglar on the 
night of July 13. and Ramirez was 
arrested and charged with the crime. 
He pleaded innocence and convinced 
the District Attorney that his family 
was in need of money and promised 
to work hard to get it if he was re- 
leased on his own recognizance. A

This action will be con- 
firmed officially by the Council today 
by resolution and. ordinances which 
the City Attorney was directed to pre- 
pare. At the same time, the Couhcil, 


will act on a resolution declaring the 
pelicy of the Council with reference to 


the expenditure of the bond money. 
The offers for the bonds accepted by 
the Council yesterday were from the 
Chase National Bank of New York, 
which buys the remainder of Series A 
of the 1914 power bond issue, amount- 
ing to $780,000, and from the W. R. 
Compton Company of St. Louis, which 
buys $2,640,000; this being all of series 
B of the issue. The bonds are sold at 
par and accrued interest. By these 
sales, the Council decides to retain 
series C, amounting to 32. 054, 000, and

STRICT REGULATIONS. 
FOR ALL SOCIAL CLUBS. 

Final draft of the new social club 
liquor license ordinance tenta- 
tively approved by the Piblic Wel- 
fare Committee of the Council yester- 
day and Counctiman Topham, who 
was delegated by the committee to 
prepare the ordinance, announced 
that on next Monday a public hear- 
ing will be held on the subject before 
the ordinance is presented to the 
Council for passage. 

Although affecting social clubs 
especially, the ordinance will contain 
several amendments to the liquor - 
cense laws with reference to wineries, 
breweries and the transfer of saloon 
licenses. The social club regulations 
in the new ordinance place a limit of 
twenty-four licenses for the city, but 
as there are now more than thirty op- 
erating, none will be affected, and the 
number will be reduced by granting 
no new licenses until by retirement 
from business or through revocation 
of licenses for misconduct, the num- 
ber is reduced to twenty-four. Social 
clubs will de required to close their 
bars at 1 a.m. and no liquor may 
carried out of the clubs. Another 
provision in the new ordinance pro- 
hibits the employment or presence of 
minors in the clubrooms where liquor 
is sold. 

For the regulation of breweries and 
wineries, a manufacturer's license of 
$190 will be ch as at present 
and an additional wholesale liquor li- 
cense under supervision of the Police 
Commission. 

In the matter of saloon licenses, the 
ordinance proposes to permit the 
heirs or administrator of the estate 
to retain a license after the original 
holder dies so as to give an oppor- 
tunity to close the estate by sale or 
transfer. Under the present order, 
a license dies with its holder.
